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THE £40,000 GRANT. 
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INTERMEDIATE EDUCATION 


BOARD’S REPORT. 


A White Paper was issued yesterday as a 
report of the Intermediate Education Board 
for Ireland, specially dealing with the £40,000 
grant to thé teachers under the Board 

The sum of £40,000 was lodged to che credit 
of the Board in February, 1916. Of this sum 
£59,856 138. was distributed to the schools 
in March, 1916, in accordance with the provi- 
sions of Rule 2 of the above rules. The sum 
of £165 Gs. 34. * with the Treasury 
2 allocated fray expenses incurred 
discharge of the additional duties im- 
2 upon the Board ander the Intermediate 
Education (Ireland) Act, 1914. 

The schools were uested by the Board to 
furnish them, under srovisions of Rule 4, 
with the information necessary to enable the 
Board to submit to His Excellency the report 
required from them by that rule. All schools, 
except four, which have ceased te exist since 
the grant wy earned, have now furnished the 
returns, and the following is a summary of 
information contained in them: 


MN. The total number of intermediate pupils, 
es defined by 1 (1) (a) and (b) of the 
Teachers’ Salaries Grant Rules, 29th January, 
1915, is 18,503. Of the above, 225 schools, wi h 
18, pupils, are under Roman Catholic 
management, and 122, with 5,761 pupils, are 
under non-Roman Catholic management. In 
the Roman Catholi¢ class the number of duly 
qualified lay teachers is 125. In those not 
under 4 Catholic management the num- 
qualified lay teachers is 273. There 
are also five Roman Catholic laymen heads 
of schools who are owners of their schoels and 
receive the profits (if any) frem them. There 
are also 49 nom-Roman Catholic laymen heads 
of schools who are ownérs of schools and 
receive 2 profits (if any) from them. 
In the schools under Roman Catholic manage 
ment * are 329 lay teachers who do * 
fulfil the conditions as to salary, tenure, 
laid Gown in the rules.

The Arik Times 
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A New Chapter. 


Bukharest has fallen to the enemy ; and 
Mr. Lloyd George, at the King’s request, 
has undertaken, with Mr. Bonar Laws co- 
operation, the task of forming a Govern- 
ment. The coincidence of the loss of the 
Rumanian capital with the political crisis 
should make his task moré easy than it 
might otherwise have In the fall of 
Bukharest is the justification of 
his action in deciding that, at all costs, 
there must be a drastic reform in our con- 
duct of the war. It would be difficult 
to imagine a more appropriate object- 
lesson in those vices of administration 
which Mr. Lloyd George has determined 
to root out of the Government. Ruma- 
nia’s intervention offered the Allies the 
greatest opportunity in the Balkans which 
the war had produced. That opportunity 
was lost, as every earlier opportunity was 
lost, by the bungling and maladroit in. 
fluence of British diplomacy. By that 
influence Rumania was led to believe that 
she might invade Transylvania without 
fear for the security of her southern fron- 
tier, which the Bulgarians,

The fall of Bukharest closes a dismal 
chapter of op thrown away by 
the same lack of foresight and decision. 
With that object-lesson in futility open 


hope that Mr. Lloyd George's effort to 


form a Government “with a view to the 
most effective prosecution of the war will 
receive, at least, fair play from his oppo- 
nents. His Majesty the King has given 
them a fine lead. Yesterday Mr. Bonar 
Law, for whom the King had sent after 
Mr. Asquith’s resignation on Tuesday, de- 
clined the task of attempting the forma- 
tion of a Government. He was not 
assured, we may suppose, of that ample 
support from all political parties without 
which the task could not be confronted 
with hope of success. In these circum- 
stances the King took the unusual, though 
not unprecedented, step of summoning a 
conference of late Ministers representative 
of all parties. They included Mr. Asquith, 
Mr. Lloyd George, Mr. Bonar Law, Mr. 
Balfour, and Mr. Henderson. His 
Majesty, we gather, invited them to discuss 
the situation and endeavour to effect some 
arrangement for carrying on the King’s 
Government. It was subsequently an- 
nounced that, on the advice of Mr. Bonar 
Law, the King had invited Mr. Lloyd 
George to form a Government, and that 
he had consented to do so with the co- 
operation of Mr. Bonar Law. We infer 
from this sequence of events that, at the 
King’s appeal, the other members of the 
conference, including Mr. Asquith, have 
pledged the support of their followers, so 
far as they can command it, to the ful- 
filment of Mr. Lloyd George's task. If 
there are any quarters where the King's 
lead in this matter is not enough, their 
adherence to the agreement ought to be 
secured by the Earl of Derby’s frank and 
eminently sensible speech. Lord Derby 
enjoys in a rare degree the confidence of 
the British people. None of those who 
shrieked “intrigue” when anybody in- 
dicted the inefficiency of Mr. Asquith's 
Government has dared to suggest that 
he has any personal axe to grind. 
His brusque honesty and common-sense 
disposed completely of the charge that 
Mr. Asquith’s resignation was the result 
of a cabal. He showed that, on the 
contrary, Mr. Lloyd George made every 
effort—so far, indeed, as to compromise 
the worth of his proposed reform—to 
accommodate his views to Mr. Asquith's, 
and that the arrangement only collapsed 
when Mr. Asquith proposed to invalidate 
the vital basis of Mr. Lloyd George's 
scheme. Lord Derby's illuminating speech 
on the crisis contained a warning and an 
appeal. 

He stated the essential need of the case, 
and he warned the British people that 
“unless this was done, and quickly done, 
there was a great danger that the plans 
of our General Staff, whether of the Army 
or of the Navy, might fail in the forth- 
coming year.” That danger became appa- 
rent to him when he saw that, especially 
in the matter of man-power, there was no 
serious grip by the late Government on 
the position as it exists -to-day. The 
need of the hour is for a small committee 
which will come gyickly to a decision on 
any question and e power to make 
the department concerned carry out that 
decision. We cannot believe that Lord 
Derby's appeal for unity, following upon 
the King’s successful effort to achieve it 
so far as the leaders of parties are con- 
cerned, will fail to secure general support 
tor Mr. Lloyd George's task of creating a 
thoroughly efficient War Committee. We 
assume that, given that support—and we 
believe that the country will show small 
mercy to anyone who should attempt by 
any means to tie the hands of the men 
whom the hour of crisis has produced— 
he will proceed at once with the realisa- 
tion of the scheme which he submitted to 
Mr. Asquith The definition of his 
object as that of forming “a national 
Ministry without regard to party differ- 
ences” suggests that he may go outside 
the ordinary political ranks for some of 
his Ministers ; and the infusion of entirely 
new blood into departmental administra- 
tion would be a great gain. The essential 
matter, however, is the creation of a small 
and harmonious War Council. Mr. Lloyd 
George has chosen Mr. Bonar Law as his 
actual colleague in forming his Govern- 
ment; and he will, no doubt, adhere to 
the personnel of the War Council which he 
has indicated. With Mr. Bonar Law and 
himself he will associate a Labour repre- 
sentative, probably Mr. Henderson, and 
Sir Edward Carson, whose inclusion in 
the War Council is everywhere recognised 
as essential. An unhappy chapter in the 
war closes with the fall of Bukharest, 
and a new and happier chapter opens with 
Mr. Lloyd George's decision to form a 
Government. That Government, we be 
lieve, will quickly transform the whole 
war situation and prove itself an irre- 
sistible instrument of victory. 


Irish Fisheries. 


The promised introduction of compul- 
sory “ meatless days may be expected to 
sharpen -the demand for fish. Already, 
during the war, England has looked to 
Ireland for supplies in place of those 
which were cut off, or lessened, by war 
conditions, A report on the sea and in- 
land fisheries of Ireland in 1915, just 
issued by the Fisheries Branch of 
the Department of Agriculture, ex- 
hibits the remarkable effects of war 
conditions on the industry. Some 
of the fishings were less productive in 
1915 than they were in the preceding year, 
but, even where that was so, the value of 
the catches, without exception, was 
greater. Where—as, notably, in the case 
of the herring fisheries—the landings were 
particularly good, the profits were beyond 
precedent. Again, it is noteworthy that, 
in comparison with previous years, the 
curing of fish was neglected, for there was 
a ready and profitable market for fresh 
fish of every kind throughout the year.

It is certain that the 
prices received by fishermen this year have 
been again very high, and that curing has 
been superfluous when the traffic condi- 
tions permitted the captures to be 
‘marketed fresh. No doubt, some amount 
out of the special profits of these years 
will be used as capital for the improve- 
ment of plant. It is difficult to foresee the 
effects of a return to peace conditions on 
the industry. Probably, Ireland will not 
lose altogether the new markets for her 
supplies of fresh fish. 
o be retained when the renewed work- 
ing of the older sources of supply creates 
a competition which does not exist at the 
moment, the matter of traffic facilities wil] 
have to be made a special study. It is 
almost certain, however, that there will 
have to be a large reversion to curing. 
The markets for Irish-cured fish will then 
have to be opened afresh after tho interval 
of neglect. If hard times return for 
the fishermen of the poorer stations they 
will have to turn their minds to the 
organisation of their industry on co-opera- 
tive lines. An article in the current issue 
of the Irish Homestead relates how that 
has been done in the Aran Islands. Hard 
times or not, it is a sensible thing to in- 
crease profits. 


A Song Sequence. 


Mr. Frederick Dawson, in his lecture 
last night on Music in Shakespeare's 
Time,” referred to the fact that men used 
to sing canons in taverns. Some his- 
torians of English music have said, rather 
loosely, that the ability to take a “voice” 
in part songs was general in that Golden 
Age, and they lament that England is 
less musical today. We douht whether 
they are right, as to either past or present. 
Passages in the records of three centuries 
ago do, indeed, on the face of them; show 
that musical accomplishment was wide- 
spread, and that at fireside gatherings 

parts would be produced and men 
would sing madrigals and catches. These 
records were written, however, by persons 
of a particular class with reference to 
their own class. To men who were 
“gentle” enough, and educated enough, 
to have the accomplishment of writing 
would belong also the accomplishment of 
music, which, after all, was at an elemen- 
tary stage ‘then. Musical accom plish- 


ment to-day is less concentrated in a par-. 


ticular grade of society, and more exten- 
sive through all grades. The fireside is 
no longer the chief seat of social inter- 
course. Musical people do not exercise 
their accomplishment in the family 
group; they go to concerts, as performers 
or intelligent listeners. Still more, they 
go to church services, listen to music 
rendered by good choirs and good 
organs, and. join in congregational 
singing which they all enjoy. They go 
also to music-halls, where nothing 
pleases more than a chorus in which all 
may join. The English people is at least 
as much a singing people as it was three 
centuries ago. As to part-singing, Dr. 
Wadford Davies, who has gone about the 
military training camps in the past two 
years, has had joyful experiences of the 
| aptitude of the men of all classes who 
have been assembled in the New Armies. 
When an American war correspondent on 
his return to New York the other day 
wanted to convey in a few words an im- 
pression of our men in France, he told 
his interviewers that the British soldiers 
sing in their camps and billets, go 
into battle singing, and come out of it 
singing. Mr. Dawson's remark suggests 
a local reminiscence. The casual sing- 
songs in taverns at a later stage became 
organised, and singing clubs were formed. 
In Dublin at one time there were a 
number of such groups. Sometimes they 
were “The Sons of Anacreon”; some- 
times, more imply, a “Catch Club.” 
They met in various taverns and coffee- 
houses in the city, and the history of 
Dublin social life preserves their memory. 
The Hibernian Catch Club, still in being, 
was founded by the Vicars-Choral of Christ 
Church and St. Patrick's Cathedrals 
earlier than 1680.

THE LORD LIEUTENANT AND

It is now certain that Mr. Lloyd George 
has accepted the task of forming a Minis- 
try in co-operation with Mr. Bonar Law,

successful, the work will be good, and it 
may prove fruitful. Possibly the use of 
the word “National” implies that Mr. 
Lloyd George and Mr. Bonar Law will go 
outside the recognised ranks of the party. 
politicians to find those whom they con- 
sider to be the very best men for their 
purpose. Im any case, the prospect is 


hopeful. 

Now that a new Administration is to be 
formed, there will be some difficulty in 
finding suitable occupants for certain 
posts. It is not easy, for example, to sug- 
gest a succesor to Lord Grey at the Foreign 
Office. During the eleven years that he 
has been there he has had half-a-dozen 
under-secretaries, but none of them, with 
the possible exception of Lord Robert 
Cecil, has displayed such qualities as to 
suggest elevation to the higher post. There 
are, of course, two ex-Foreign Secretaries 
still with us in the persons of Lord Rose- 
bery and Lord Lansdowne, but neither of 
them is likely to be willing at his age to 
undertake what is always a very heavy 
burden, and is now almost intolerable. 

While the general public, which only 
sees the outstanding fact of failure of our 
foreign policy in the Balkans, is inclined 
to rejoice in the retirement of Lord Grey, 
I am bound to say that its feeling is by 
no means shared by the corps diplomatique 
in London. One of the foremost repre- 
sentatives of the Allies said to a friend 
of mine only yesterday that Lord Grey's 
departure woald d be a tremendous loss. It 
is probably the confidence rightly reposed 
in his honesty of purpose, rather than 
admiration for his finesse in negotiation, 
which prompted this tribute. 

An able letter from Diplomaticus in 
yesterday's Times laid great stress upon 
the necessity of the Foreign Secretar 
having a seat upon the, War Counc 
Many of our past failures have unques- 
tionably been due to the fact that = 
diplomacy and our strategy did not 
hand in hand. The Rumanian epi 
now developing so tragically for our 
newest Ally is an instance of this. Every- 
body can now seo that it was folly for 
Rumania to abandon her neutrality until 
she was amply provided with artillery and 
ammunition and until, moreover, a joint 


between her and the Allies, so that it 
could be put into operation the instant 
she declared war. 

Our humiliating position in Greece is 
partly the result of a similar lack of co- 
ordination between diplomacy and 
strategy. There are, I know, circum- 
stances of special difhculty in regard to 
the inception of the Salonika enterprise 
which cannot now be revealed, but that 
does not excuse the failure to ascertain 
King Constantine's real motives or to 
guard against the perfidy of his Govern- 
ment. It is really too sickening to read 
that, in a country which only exists owing 
to the guarantee of the Allied Powers, 
British subjects should be obliged to flee 
from the capital to the Pireus in order 
to preserve their lives from the German- 
inspired fury of the Greek reservists, 

Equal surprise and satisfaction were 
caused by the announcement that the King 
had summoned a meeting of the leading 
meinbers of the old Cabinet at Bucking- 
ham Palace this afternoon. Earlier in 
the day it was stated that Mr. Bonar Law 
had felt obliged to decline His Majesty's 
offer of the Premiership, and that Mr. 
Lloyd George had been sent for. But it 
appeared that Mr. George was followed 
by several of his late — and that 
the King, exereising his undoubted right, 
had made a personal attempt to solve “the 
difhculties that beset the formation of a 
new Ministry and to restore peace among 
those who are specially described’ in 
Cabinet documents as “His 
servants.’

He described his lordship as the greatest 
recfuiter the world had ever seen, and it was 
due to Lord Derby’s efforts, he said, that 
the voluntary system was a success. It was a 
success, because in no other country could 
three million men have been raised by a volun- 
teer system. They were glad to have Lord Derby 
with them that day, because they felt that any 
statement he might care to make would have 
a steadying effect on public opinion. (Cheers.) 

The toast was enthusiastically received. 


LORD DERBY. 


Lord Derby, in the course of his response, 
said—When some weeks ago your Chairman 
was good enough to pay me the compliment 
of asking me to attend a luncheon here I 
accepted with the greatest pleasure, and I 
had intended to speak to you on Army ad- 
ministration. I do not flatter myself that if 
that had been the subject of my speech here 
to-day I should have had the “same number 
in my audience. I recognised some forty- 
eight hours ago that to speak on such a topic 
as Army administration at the present moment 
would be entirely wrong. I would willingly, 
for my own part, have abstained from a 
speech at all, but I feel that it would have 
been discourteous to yon. At the same time, I 
felt I might come to you and state my own 
views, in my own way, on the present situation. 
( Cheers.) It is not, however, in a frame of 
mind that I much appreciate that I make a 
speech on this occasion. I can remember only 
one other time when I had the same feeling, 
and that was when I first made a public speech 
to a delighted audience. (Laughter.) I then 
most carefully prepared my speech. I meant 
to read it, and I forgot altogether how to 
read it. I hope the same thing will not 
happen to-day when I have prepared a speech. 
But I want you to understand that, prepared 
or not prepared, what I say to you to-day 
will express to you my feelings unconcealed 
by any words that would be intended for one 
moment to conceal my meaning. I entered 
the Government in a subordinate position some 
months ago. I went to the War Office, the 
office with which I had been previously con- 
nected, and with which for many months I 
had been in intimate relations, an office in 
which I spent a very happy time. I had 
hoped that by going there I could have kept 
myself free from politics, and have been of 
some service in the only office in which I could 
be of any use. 

THE POLITICAL CRISIS. 

I now find myself unfortunately, certainly 
without my own seeking, in a political crisis, 
when all sorts of gccusations are bandied 
about with regard to intrigue and disloyalty. 
Gentlemen, I hope you will believe me when I 


say that I never will be disloyal, and I never 


will enter into an intrigue. (Cheers.) I know 
of no intrigue, and 1 would not have been 
in one if I had known it. Of that you may 


rest assured. It is difficult always to make 


one’s own position clear, because one so often 


sees things in a different light from other 
and it is hard io hut Zour own. views 
fore them. But I am going to endeavour to 


ut my views before you as briefly as possible. 


my own office I had plenty to do without 
interfering with any work of the Government 
which did not appertain to that office, but 


even in that office it became apparent, 
especially in the way of man-power, that there 
was not sufficient grip by the governing 
powers of the position of the day. What was 
required was a small committee, who would 
not only consider matters and give decisions, 
but would have the power to make all depart- 
ments carry out the decisions so arrived at. 
Unless that were done, and quickly done, there 
was a great danger that the plans of our 
General Staff, whether of the Army or of the 
Navy, might fail in the forthcoming year.

The proposition was that the War Com- 
mittee should consist of a smaller number 
of men, who should practically constitute 
the Cabinet of the country, that its duties 
should be carefully to consider every pro- 
posal, to look forward—to anticipate as far 
as any human being can anticipate—all 
that might come from the policy which they 
adopted, and having adopted the policy, to 
stick to that policy, and see it through to 


the best of their abilify. (Cheers.) 
PRIME MINISTER AND WAR COMMITTEE. 


The question was what should be the consti- 
tution of that War Commigtee, and the pro- 


posal made was that it should consist, as I say, 


of a smaller number of men than the present 
one, that the Prime Minister, whose duties are 
so great that he never could always preside 
over a Committee which should sit all day and 
every day, should attend whenever he con. 
sidered it desirable, and that whe he attended 


it would be as Chairman of that Committee. 


But, of course, in his absence there should be 
another Chairman, properly delegated to take 


his place; and I think you will agree with me 
that for that chairmanship there was certainly 


one man who would be designated by the whole 


of this country as being the right man. 


(Cheers.) There was a further power given to 


the Prime Minister, and that was of not only 
attending and presiding over the Committee, 
but of vetoing any proposition that the Com- 
mittee might wish to put forward. That was 
the constitution of the Committee. 
| thought, and | still think, that it would 
have been possible to make such a change 
without overthrowing the Government. 
(Cheers. ) 

It would still have left—and I admit that 
this was, perhaps, the most difficult part of 
such reconstruction—the naming of the men 
who were to act on sug a Committee. If I 
may say so, a great deal of the difficulty which 
arose was from the putti forward of too 
many names. Several of my friends who worked 
with me in the old days of party politics have 
had their names put forward. t me say of 
them what they have not had an opportunity 
of saying for themselves. There is not one of 
those who would not glady have stood aside if 
there were a better man to put in his place; 
and, further than that, not- one of them would 
have taken office unless he had felt it was with 
the goodwill, not only of both sides of politics 
in Parliament, but with the goodwill and con- 
fidence of the country at large. It is no use, 
however, of talking of what might have been, 


and we have got to look at the realities of the 
present position. I had no personal motive of 


any sort or kind in what I did, and I have 
no personal ambition, except to do the best I 
can in any place, inside or outside the Govern- 
ment, ia which I may find myself to helping on 
the conduct of the war. (Cheers.)

In a leading article on the political situation, 
the Morning Post declares that the attempt of 
Mr. Lloyd George to form an Administration, 
with the co-operation of Mr. Bonar Law, is a 
bold, a patriotic, and, we believe, a promising 
design, and we venture to predict that if Mr.
